Y ornamental stone jewelery, says the 
Deutsche Goldschmiedezeitung, is to 
be understood jewelry in which compara- 
tively large ornamental or semi-precious 
stones play the principal part, in distinc- 
tion from that which is made of precious 
stones, more in number and smaller in size. 
In the former case also, the artistic effect 
depends chiefiy upon the brilliancy, and in 
the latter upon the color. It would be 
superfluous, for a trade journal, to enter 
into the question of the scientific or tech- 
nical difference between precious and semi- 
precious stones. We wish here to consider 
briefly the artistic and practical value of 
those usually classed as _ semi- 
precious. 

In the first place, such stones are com- 
paratively common and inexpensive; it is 
therefore easy to obtain them in quite large 
sizes. But since the finished pieces of jew 
clry are also necessarily lim‘ted to ceftain 
sizes it follows that their composition must 
depend more upon the character of the 
stone than would be the case where many 
small stones are grouped together. The 
more relative space it occupies in the whole 
composition, the more, of course, it must 
dominate the design. This would always 
be the case, but especially so in modern 
stone jewelry, where the effort is to make 
the stone itself effective, not employing it 
as a decoration for the metal mounting, 
but using the metal as a frame to bring out 
the beauty of the stone. 

It may be observed in this connection, 
that, artistically speaking, the modern stone 
jewelry shows a purpose directly contrasted 
to that of the ordinary bijouterie; whereas 
the latter chooses stones to fit a design, the 


stones 


former seeks a _ suitable setting for the 
stones. 

In general, semi-precious stones fit more 
harmoniously into an artistically elaborate 
setting than precious stones. Antique jew- 
elry need not lead us astray here. It is 
true that the diamonds of the late Renais- 
sance, set in chased silver, had a splendid 
effect; but not because the chasing really 
suited them, but only because jewel- 
workers did not then understand how to 
bring out the full effect of the diamond 
by cutting. The more brilliant the diamond 
becomes, by the perfection of cutting, the 
less it adapts itself to a worked setting; 
it must itself take the foreground, and the 
setting must be subordinate. It is there- 
fore entirely justifiable, in working with 
gems, especially diamonds, to make the set- 
ting as little noticeable as possible. 

In the case of semi-precious stones, on 
the contrary, there is no occasion for this, 
particularly in the opaque varieties. They 
are excellently well adapted, by reason of 
their soft coloring, to work together with 
the elaborate metallic setting into a har 


monious whole, of plastic character. The 
transparent stones also, which are usually 
cut with a smooth or grooved surface, have, 
in form and color, a more plastic effect 
than precious stones. This is just the point. 
The stone which is to make an organic 
whole, in connection with metal worked in 
relief or otherwise, must itself possess a 
certain capacity for plastic effect, and for 
this very reason ought not to be too bril- 
liant. 

The most important of the semi-precious 
stones used in modern jewelry are the 
amethyst and lapis lazuli; aquamarine, 
topaz, moonstones, opals, tourmalines, 
amazonite and malachite; also agate of 
many new tints, especially a brilliant pink, 
called rosaline. Other popular ornamental 
stones are chrysophrase, and red cornaline. 

The design of the setting depends, as 
stated before, upon the size of the stone. 
It is usually limited to a mere artistic 
framing; not that it is necessarily incon- 
spicuous, but the principle is to make the 
stone the center of the composition, and 
to give the metal the character of a frame. 
In brooches, this leads to round forms, 
which are often supplied with pendants, 
for the sake of a lighter and more grace- 
ful effect. In necklaces and separate pend- 
ants—a very popular way of using semi- 
precious stones, and one likely to supersede 
pendants of metal—there are many new 
and interesting designs. It cannot be de- 
nied that pendants made of stones are more 
effective than those of metal with flat sur- 
faces. 

Stick-pins, bracelets, combs, buttons, cane- 
heads, etc., give opportunity for semi-pre- 
cious stones. From an industrial point of 
view, their future is a promising one, and 
opens the way for broad and unique de- 
sign. The strong and vivid effects are fav- 
orable to similar characteristics in compo- 
sition, while the cheapness of the material, 
and the fact that silver is preferable to gold 
for settings, assures a wide circle of pur

Silver Ship Presented to Commodore Peary 
by the Royal Scottish Geograph- 
ical Society. 


i= of the most beautiful of the tro- 

phies presented to Commodore Peary 
in the course of his European tour is the 
silver ship, an illustration of which appears 
on the front cover of the current issue. 
The trophy was given to him by Lord Bal- 
four of Burleigh on behalf of the Royal 
Scottish Geographical Society. 

This splendid specimen of the silver- 
smith’s art is a modern example of the sil- 
versmithing school which was in great 
favor in the Elizabethan period. It was 
made by Brook & Son, Edinburgh, is of 
solid silver and weighs over 100 ounces, 
stands about two feet high and is mounted 
on four wheels. The trophy is a copy of 
a three-mast vessel in full sail such as was 
used in the latter part of the 16th century. 
On one of the sails is engraved the badge 
of the Royai Scottish Geographical Society, 
while on another appears an inscription in 
Latin from the pen of W. B. Blaikie, which 
reads as follows:

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Reigning Jewelry Fashions Noted in Paris. 


Dainty Novelties in Jewelry, Watches, t tc., Shown at Exposition, Now in Demand Among 
People of Taste in France's Uapital.—Lffects of Chantecler Craze. 











Paris, June 20.—Every fash.on, when 
emphasized to the fullest degree, almost be- 
comes a bizarrerie. This is the case with 
the plaque-pendant, which is assuming tre- 
mendous proportions and becomes a most 
expensive feminine adornment. | saw se\ 
eral lately on the rue de la Paix which were 
the size of a teacup, a glittering mass of 
precious stones, and which almost reminded 
one of the buckler of a knight of the Moyen 
Age. However, many women like exag- 
geration and wear these immense plaques 
with visibie pride in their possession. 

In a very elegant one the center was as if 
of woven platinum threads forming the de- 
sign of a Marguerite in delicate frigrce, 
each petal outlined with tiny brilliants sur- 
rounded by a band of scintillant diamonds, 
while in the center was a great pink pearl. 
Another showed a circiet of brilliants rim- 
ming conventionalized leaves in reddish 
gold in an open pattern, each tip punctuated 
with a diamond alternating with an olivine 
with for a center a large and fine star sap- 
phire en cabochon. 

A very graceful pendant is in the shape 
of an elongated Louis XV. basket, incrust- 
ed with brilliants and overflowing with tiny 
flowers of pale topaz with diamond leaves. 
A more original design is a pendant of ir- 
regular shape and of a perfect piece of opal 
matrix with brilliant sunset coloring and 
held in a setting of pale green enamel re- 
flecting that color in the opal; there were 
diamonds. at each corner, with here and 
there small cabochons of Siberian turquoise 
—a most artistic ornament, and which re- 
flects the taste for peacock iridescence. 

Less showy, but of great value on ac- 
count of the perfectly matched stones, is a 
four-leaved clover, with invisible setting, 
the leaves composed of four Jarge diamonds 
almost pear-shaped, and which dangled 
from a platinum chain as thin as a thread. 
In the style of earlier centuries is a pendant 
of rough yellow gold supporting a bunch of 
pearl grapes with green enameled leaves, 
from which depended a great square ame- 
thyst set in the midst of grape leaves of 
greenish gold. 

The new school jewelers are running 
rather to the ponderous sizes in necklaces 
and sautoirs, evidenced by a necklace, each 
link two inches long by half an inch wide 
and of mat yellow gold in a pattern of 
pierced work, with at intervals cabochons 
of turquoise matrix, the pendant of cir 
cular shape and of rough gold studded with 
the turquoise. A gold rope with turquoises 
in the form of stephanotis was a graceful 
ornament, while from it hung pearl flowers 
surrounded by twigs of brown enamel and 
golden buds. The oft-used theme of pine- 
cones and needles was the motif of a pretty 
pendant executed in fine gold ciselé. 

A necklace in Etruscan style showed a 
triangle close-set with tiny flowers of vari- 
colored gold, with three drops of pear- 
shaped pearls dangling from a diamond- 
incrusted ring. A pendant, consisting of 


a great pink tourmaline in oblong shape set 
in points of gold studded with brilliants, 


sustained on each side by crouching female 
figures in gold in high relief, and from 
which hung oblong pearl drops. With ex- 
tended gauzy wings was a superb dragon- 
fly in white and mauve enamel transluc.de, 
the head and body of baroque pearls and 
hanging from a triangular ornament of tur- 
quoise matrix 

Beaten, roughened and blackened silver 
was the basis for a necklace of alternating 
plaques of the metal and ivory in the shape 
of lily pads. A very effective necklace has 
a carved ivory head in the center with pearl 
headdress and Brazilian topazes which con- 
nect the ornament to two pale green 
dragon-flies with golden heads. 

Of Egyptian inspiration was a plaque of 
tarnished silver with rudely sculptural fig- 
ures of pagan deities as if in adoration of a 
great scarabeus of dullish blue-green, from 
which hung slender pendants of dark nacre. 
\ remarkably artistic necklace shows a cen- 
ter plaque of green leaves in translucent 
carved horn, with golden scrolls enclosing 
a classic head of carved nacre of iridescent 
qual:ty. Again the sacred beetle of a queer 
blue stone, with mottled markings in shaded 
brown engraved with characters in silver 
and set in dead gold with blue and red 
corindons. The sacred Ibis was the theme 
of a back comb, the birds in dull greenish- 
blue enamel wreathed in scrolls of black- 
ened silver. 

With the abandonment of puffs and elab- 
orate headressing and the resumption of 
Greek bandeaux, the hair-band or low coro- 
net is again in favor. ‘Quite of early Gre- 
cian origin is a garland of laurel leaves in 
mat gold with flowers in pierced work set 
occasionally with large and small milky 
opals. Another head ornament consisted of 
sheaves of golden wheat with a topaz blaz- 
ing here and there between the beards. 

Enamel plays an important role in jew- 
elry, a touch here and there emphasizing a 
color and harmonizing with gold and 
precious stones. Charming hat pins show 
enamel translucide of various delicate tints, 
with an over-decoration of a delicate 
tracery in flower and leaf or geometrical 
design outlined in platinum and very small 
brilliants. 

A novelty is shown in artificial green 
valley lily leaves on which reposes a bunch 
of lilies in diamonds with golden stems. 
Bareites of fine Genoese gold filigree look 
well in the hair, while high top combs come 
en suite. The cross is returning to favor 
and women who do not affect the showy 
prefer it. They are not of excessive size, 
generally about from three to four inches 
and even smaller, entirely of diamonds or 
of some colored stone set pavé fashion and 
outlined in small diamonds. Sometimes the 
ends are ornate, with buttonlike or other 
finish for a change. A magnificent bat with 
outstretched wings in platinum, each deli- 
cate veining outlined with a glittering line 
of diamonds, with here and there a larger 
stone, while in the head was sunken a great 
pink topaz. 

A most artistic ring was interesting, 
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rather for the design than the importance 
of the stones. It was sharply pointed top 
and bottom in a pattern of golden leaves 
and flowers with tiny pearl centers. The 
floral idea was also elucidated in a narrow 
bracelet of enameled flowers and leaves 
twined with a narrow jeweled ribbon 
passed in and out, punctuated at intervals 
with blazing rubies. 

Men’s scarf pins show a circle of narrow 
gold and set a jour the silhouettes of dogs, 
cats, rabbits and horses; novelties in gen- 
tlemen’s watch cases of onyx or agate, with 
rich yellow and brown stripes in tiger-eye 
colorings, or in black and white markings, 
are also shown. 

A rather grotesque pitcher shows the 
body of a fat duck in emerald glass, with 
neck and beak expressed in silver with ruby 
eyes. Bonbon boxes are of varied design, 
those of translucent enamel in a color with 
rims of white being among the most popu- 
lar, while a favorite vehicle for such trifles 
is translucent amber horn elaborately 
carved and relieved with enameling and 
pearls and colored stones. Rose leaves of 
silver on a background of brown-mottled 
horn was a good combination.

The British Crown and Crown Jewels. 


= a recent letter in the New York Sun. 

a correspondent who signs himself 
“Britisher” sends the following information 
as to the British crowns: 

“It may be of interest to people who are 
now viewing the moving pictures represent 
ing the funeral of the late King of Eng- 
land to know that the crown which was 
placed on the King’s coffin both in West- 
minster Hall and in St. George’s Chapel 
was the same crown that was used at the 
King’s coronation, and it will be used at 
the coronation of King George. Some of 
the jewels probably date to a period be- 
fore the Conquest, but the crown itself 
was made for the coronation of King 
Charles II. at the Restoration. 

“The first dispersion of the crown jewels 
took place in 1386, when Richard II. pawned 
h:s crown for a small loan. Charles II. 
pawned a portion of the regalia to Holland 
in order to raise money for his war with 
Spain, and when Parliament came _ into 
power under Oliver Cromwell most of the 
jewels were consigned to the crucible. The 
present crown was made of existing jewels, 
and is embell shed with diamonds, rubies, 
emeralds, pearls and sapphires. 

“The ‘imperial crown,’ which is carried 
before the King at the opening of Parlia- 
ment, is the crown made for Queen Vic- 
toria in 1838. It contains a large ruby, 
which was worn by Henry V. at the battle 
of Agincourt, and had 1,363 brilliants, 1,278 
diamonds, 278 pearls, 16 sapphires, 11 
emeralds, 4 rubies and 4 drop pearls. 

“The whole regalia is kept in the Tower 
of London, and can be seen on the pay- 
ment of an entrance fee of sixpence. The 
present keeper of the crown jewels is Gen- 
eral Sir Robert Cunliffe Low, i 2

THE REGENT SAPPHIRE 


Not Distinguishable from the Real Sapphire 
in Color, Hardness and Brilliancy 
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The Popularity ; of Egyptian Art. 








By A. Frederick Saunders. 














ROM present indications there is every 
reason to believe that the most pop- 

ular style of the coming season will be 
that of the ancient Egyptians, particularly 
as applied to art metal work. After the 
wave of confusing artificialties, such as we 
were made to believe was new art, has

passed the way of the Rococo fad of not 
sO many years ago, it is certainly a relief 
to turn to an epoch of truly decorative and 
practical ornament, such as that of ancient 
Egypt, for new inspiration. 

Historically speaking, the old Egyptian 
Empire covered a period of some 2,000 
years or more, divided into what was 
termed the old, middle and new Empires. 
During the latter (1525-527 B. C.), with 
Thebes established as its capital, the nation 
reached the height of its glory and accom- 
plished the completion of such magnificent 
works of architectural and decorative art 
as the famous temples of Karnak, Luxor, 
Edfoo and other monuments, conceded by 
art critics the world over as the most im- 
pressive examples of early architecture 
known. 

During the past century archaeological

research has brought to light numerous ex- 
amples of the splendid artistic abilities of 
those ancient craftsmen, both as to con- 
struction and decoration, founded on true 
principles. In design, their motifs were ex- 
tremely conventional and symbolic in char- 
acter, incorporating the mythology, history, 
flora and fauna of the country; even their 
hieroglyphics or picture writings figured 
strongly in their decorative schemes. In 
the use of colors, while limited to black, 
white, terra cotta, red, yellow, blue and 
Nile green, the combinations were in com- 
plete harmony and excellent form, 

The great interest and appreciation mani- 
fested by the people of modern times in 
early Egyptian art has, and is now, being 
demonstrated by the vast amount of time 
and expense devoted to the work of restor- 
ation of which probably the greatest and 
most valuable results will be accomplished 
by the reconstruction of the temple of 


Karnak, without question the most wonder- 
ful architectural monument in all Egypt. 
Its decorative magnificence and pure sym- 
bolic character marks it a most valuable 
and comprehensive object of study for the 
craftsmen and designers of the present 
time. 

Among the most potent features of 
Egyptian ornament, as applied to design, 
are the Scarabeus, or sacred beetle, the 
symbol of creative and fertilizing’ power, 
also of immortality. 

The sphinx, a most remarkable combina- 
tion of woman and beast, held sacred as 
the protectress of the nation. 

Isis (goddess of the Nile), a mythological 
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quires that it be either engraved, flat 
chased, etched or carved upon flat surfaces; 
in color, high contrasts should be employed, 
a most striking effect being produced by 
such combinations as antique brass and Nile 
green. One has but to study, even super- 
ficially, such decorative features as those 
employed at Karnak to realize the vast pos-

figure worshipped as the controlling spirit 
of the great river. 

The Papyrus (paper reed), probably the 
most useful plant of that time. For use as 
a writing material the reed was prepared 
for use by peeling off the smooth bark 
and cutting the inner mass of white pith 
lengthwise into thin slices which were laid 
side by side with their edges touching one 
another. A second layer having been laid 
transversely upon the first and the whole 
sprinkled with the muddy Nile water, a 
applied which united 
them in one mass. It was then dried and 
cut into sheets of the required size. 
Papyrus was in use until the end of the 
seventh century ‘A. D., when it was super- 
seded by parchment.

was used extensively in a conventionalized 
form in almost every scheme of Egyptian 
ornamentation. These and other char- 
acters, such as human figures, the eagle, 
hawk, owl, raven, serpent, various animals 
and fish, formed the chief features of their 
decorative art. 

The character of all Egyptian ornament 
is such that the method of application, as 
applied to reproduction in metal work, re-

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Carcer of the Late B. E. Burns. 

Mountain View, Cal., June 29.—The ca- 
reer of the late Judge B. E. Burns, whose 
sudden death of paralysis while sitting in 
his jewelry store in this city June 20 
caused a great shock to his, many friends 
in the vicinity, was an exciting one, Mr. 
Burns being prominent as a soldier, lawyer 
and a jewelry merchant at various times 

A native of Lafayette County, Ind., Mr 
Burns first saw the light Nov. 16, 1840, and 
came to California when about 20 years 
old. Upan the breaking out of the Civil 
War he enlisted in the cavalry and re 
mained in the service until after Lincoln’s 
assassination, being one of those who pa- 
trolled the city in the search for the as- 
sassin. He became sergeant-major, quar- 
termaster sergeant and commissary ser- 
geant, and after being mustered out of 
the service remained a few years in the 
east, returning to California in 1869, where 
he took up the practice of law 

He settled at Mountain View in 
and resided here until his death, being con- 
sidered one of the most able and prominent 
citizens of the town. He started in the 
jewelry business in 1906 and conducted a 
store here from that time. 

Deceased held the office of justice of the 
peace of Tremont township for two terms, 
was president of the board of trustees and 
also filled many other offices of honor in 
nis community. As a mark of respect to 
his memory the flags on public buildings 
were put at half mast, and the funeral 
services, which were held last Wednesday 
afternoon from the Town Hall, were at- 
tended by the town trustees, the local mem- 
bers of the G. A. R. and practically all the 
prominent citizens of this section. 

Mr. Burns is survived by his widow and 
a brother.

Isaac Marcuson, Who Surrendered 
Smuggled Diamonds, Pleads Guilty 
and Is Fined.

in the United States Circuit Court and 
pleaded guilty on the charge of smuggling. 
He was fined $500, which he paid. The 
facts in regard to the seizure will be re-

District Attorney Wise for civil action. 

Collector Loeb turned the seized property 
over to his solicitor, who sent them to the 
seizure room, where an appraisement was 
made. as follows: Diamonds, foreign value 
$9,990.84, duty of $999.08, making a total 
of $10,989; imitation sapphires and rubies, 
foreign value $75.08, duty $15.01, home 
value $90.09. : 

On the recommendation of United States 
District Attorney Wise and Collector Loeb 
the diamonds have been returned to their 
rightful owners upon the payment of the 
duty and a substantial penalty.

Montana Sapphires 
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Manager of Castelberg Jewelry Co.’s 
Pittsburg Store Acquitted of Em- 
bezz ement Charge. 

PittspurG, Pa., June 30.—Meyer Hol- 
lander, formerly treasurer of the Castel- 
berg Jewelry Co. and manager of the Pitts- 
burg store for several years, was acquitted 
yesterday of a charge of embezziing nearly 
$3,000. The information was made by the 
president of the Castelberg concern, but 
the jury refused to sustain the claim. The 
trial occupied the greater portion of two 
days. When the jury retired yesterday 
after 3 o'clock it did not remain out long. 

It appears that when the Castelberg Jew- 
elry Co. abandoned the Pittsburg store in 
Smithfield St., Castelberg agreed to collect 
a certain number of the accounts and so did 
Hollander. But instead of Hollander being 
indebted to Castelberg, the former set up 
as his defense, that Castelberg was in- 
debted to him for a certain amount, an 
offset against Castelberg’s claim. 

Attorney John S. Robb, Jr., who defended 
Hollander, in addressing the jury made the 
point that Castelberg had not signed the 
bond which accompanied the information 
agreeing to insure the costs. He said that 
Caste berg being a non-resident of the State 
he could leave and not pay them. He was 
interrupted by the prosecuting attorney, 
who objected to this line of procedure be- 
fore the jury, and then Robb admitted that 
it was not a very material question. On 
the stand Mr. Castelberg testified that he 
had lost more than $60,000 in the business 
and that after it had been closed, took over 
all of the Labilities as well as the assets 
of the company and engaged Hollander to 
collect the outstanding accounts on a com- 
mission basis which he did and then re- 
fused to give an accounting. 

Hollander den’ed strenuously that he was 
guilty of withholding any money belonging 
to Castelberg and gave testimony to show 
that Castelberg’s claim was not well 
founded. The jury gave Hollander the 
benefit of all doubts in the matter, by re- 
turning a verdict of “not guilty.” 

Hollander was delighted with the verdict, 
which he said was a just one, and was con- 
gratulated by his friends upon the jury’s 
action.

MitwaukerE, Wis., June 29.—Gustav 
Preusser, one of Milwaukee’s pioneer jew- 
elers, for many years an active member 
of the C. Preusser Jewelry Co., passed 
away, June 26, at the age of 81 years.

He 
soon became a partner with his brother, the 
new firm being known as C. Preusser & 
Bro. Gustav Preusser remained an active 
member of the firm until he retired in 1888. 

After his retirement from business Mr. 
Preusser devoted his time to charity work, 
in which he was deeply interested. He 
was one of the founders of the public mu- 
seum and the Milwaukee Musical Society. 
He was also a member of the old Settlers’ 
and Deutscher clubs. He was much inter- 
ested in educational matters and held a 
scholarship in the German-English Acad- 
emy. He was a good sportsman and be- 
longed to several gun clubs. 

Mr. Preusser never married and had 
lived in apartments at E. Water and Mason 
Sts.. over the Preusser store, for a con- 
tinuous period of 60 years.

The 
jewelry company of which he has_ been 
the manager has decided to close out its 
business. 
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Imitation Precious Stones Not Limited 
as to Size by Present Tariff Law. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers in a decision handed down last 
week held that no limitation as to the size 
of imitation precious stones is prescribed 
by the tariff act of 1909, and that if such 
articles are for use in the manufacture of 
jewelry they are dutiable under paragraph 
449, even though they may exceed 1 inch 
it dimension. 

The protest was entered by Goodfriend 
Bros., New York. 

General Appraiser Sharretts, who writes 
the decision for the board, says: 

On the evidence we find the merchandise cov- 
ered by these protests to be imitations of precious 
stones, intended to be used in the manufacture of 
jewelry. The appraiser in his special report states 
that the imitation precious stones covered by pro 
test severally exceeded one inch in dimensions, and 
the collector assessed duty thereon at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem under the provision of Par. 109 
of the tariff act of 1909 for manufactures of 
paste. The collector’s action would have been cor- 
rect under the tariff act of 1897 by reason of the 
limitation in Par. 435 thereof as to dimensions of 
precious stones, The present act, however, im- 
poses no limitations as to size, the only require- 
ment specified being that imitations of precious 
stones shall be suitable for use in the manufacture 
of jewelry. It is well known that for brooches 
an imitation precious stone two inches long by 
one or one and one-half inches wide might be an 
appropriate setting, and it is also understood in 
trade that there are many varieties of imitation 
precious stones small enough in dimensions te 
admit of their being set in jewelry, yet which are 
never so set, their designed and intended purpose 
of use being purely utilitarian. Having found 
that the merchandise in this case was designed 
and intended for use in the manufacture of jew- 
elry, we sustain the protests claiming 20 per cent. 
ad valorem duty thereon under Par. 449 of the 
present tariff act, the collector’s decision in each 
case being reversed.

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International Silver Co. Acts as Host at Outing Held in 
Honor of Its Salesmen 














NEw Haven, Conn., July 1.—Undoubtedly 
the most notable outing ever given in the 
history of the International Silver Co. was 
that of yesterday at Lighthouse Point, on

All the traveling expenses of the salesmen 
and others attending the outing were de- 
frayed by the concern, There were sales* 
men present from New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, and from Toronto, Hamilton 
and other places in Canada—in fact, nearly 
every part of the country was represented 
except the Pacific Coast, South America 
and Australia. 

One of the finest shore dinners ever given 
in New England was provided by the com 
pany. It was a genuine old fashioned 
Rhode Island clambake. A minstrelsy per- 
formance by skilled darky talent from Mer- 
iden was given while dinner was being 
served. A group photograph of the entire 
assemblage was taken just after the ar- 
riyal at the grounds, and mounted copies 
shown after the dinner for inspection were 
warmly approved. 

Under each plate at the dinner was a 
kandsomely printed and covered souvenir 
publication containing pictures of all the 
officers of the silver company and of all 
the company’s factories, together with a 
list of its salesmen and the record of years 
of each in the company’s service, and the 
for the after-dinner exercises.

Inside the back cover, folded in and sealed 
with a half-page extra flap of the cover, 
was concealed a beautiful silk flag. The 
flap bore in print the words, “This seal to 
be broken at the finish of song No. 1.” 

By the side of each plate at the table was 
a pink rose, with long stem, and during 
the dinner each diner was provided with 
with a fine solid-silver match box engraved 
with the company’s monogram and éncased 
in a handsome white box tied with ribbon; 
also a box of cigarettes was placed by each 
plate and a cigar case (bearing the com- 
pany’s monogram in gilt). of choice mo- 
rocco, filled with prime cigars. 

The dinner over, cheer upon cheer was 
given with a will for I. S. Co. by the throng 
of guests, the cheers resounding among the 
forest trees, under the shade of which the 
banquet tables were placed. It was a per- 
fect June day, the sun’s heat tempered by a 
steady, cooling breeze from off Long Island 
Sound and the’ waters of New Haven 
harbor. After the dinner came speeches 
and songs, the first song being the “No. 1,” 
with the waving of the hundreds of little 
flags. 

Charles H. Tibbits, Wallingford, third 
vice-president of the company, presided as 
toastmaster with the success of ‘an expert 
and opened the exercises with timely re- 
marks, after which he felicitously intro- 
duced President George H. Wilcox, who 
on rising was greeted with a tempest of 
cheering, which lasted several minutes. 
Acknowledging the honor, Mr. Wilcox pro- 
ceeded to deliver a \short extemporaneous 
speech, following which he read from a 
typewritten document an address well fit- 
ting the occasion with congratulatory 
words, words of counsel and a review of 
the company’s history-and present plan and 
purposes. 

“To Our Oldest Salesman,” A. J. Foster, 
aged 80, responded pithily, evoking a round 
of applause. 

President George C. Edwards, of the 
Holmes & Edwards Silver Co., Bridge- 
port, briefly and admirably responded.

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Mystery Surrounding Old Robbery 

Cincinnati Jewelry Firm’s Trunk 

Cleared Up by a Thief’s Con- 
fession. 

CINCINNATI, O., July 1.—Jesse Varnes, 
who is serving a sentence for car-break- 
ing, has made a confession which clears up 
the mystery surrounding the Thoma Bros. 
Co. trunk robbery which occurred about 
six years ago. He made the confession 
to Attorney Dudley V. Sutphin, of this 
city, who represents the jewelry concern 
in a suit for $10,000 against the two men 
mentioned in Varnes’ confession. One of 
the men is a second-hand dealer and the 
other a former acting mayor and justice 
of the peace at Fostoria, O. 

The robbery occurred Sept. 8, 1904, when 
Fred. Thoma, representing the Thoma 
Bros. Co., was at Fremont, O. There was 
$8,000 worth of jewelry in a trunk which 
was stolen from the station. The entire 
neighborhood was aroused over the theft 
and, after several months of searching, 
Jesse Varnes, of Fostoria, O., was arrested, 
convicted and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for seven years. He escaped the night 
after his trial and later was rearrested in 
Pennsylvania. 

Varnes was pardoned a short time ago 
and soon afterward, the police say, he was 
caught while breaking into a railroad car 
and arrested again. He believed his last 
arrest was influenced by certain persons, 
and this caused him to make the confession 
that resulted in the arrest of the attorney 
and the second-hand dealer a short time 
ago. 

Attorney Sutphin says that the various 
witnesses mentioned by Varnes have been 
seen and verify his statements. In his con- 
fession Varnes says that the lawyer and 
the second-hand dealer called his atten- 
tion to the trunk containing the $8,000 
worth of jewelry and suggested that he 
steal it. and that he agreed to the scheme 
He says he drove with his wagon from 
Fostoria to Fremont, O., found the trunk 
at the depot, put it into his wagon and 
drove off at night into the country. 

Varnes was not positive he had the right 
trunk and broke it open in a cornfield to 
be sure. He buried part of the jewelry 
at this point and then approached to within 
a short distance of Fostoria with the re 
mainder and buried it. Four days later he 
brought some of the jewelry to light and 
was arrested before he had uncovered all 
of the loot. 

While his trial was’in progress, Varnes 
says, he drew a plan to indicate where he 
had buried the remainder of the jewelry, 
hut his accomplice, the attorney, so Varnes

says in his confession, reported he could 
not find the treasure. 

Varnes also says that when he was con- 
victed this attorney handed him a news- 
paper in which were concealed two hack- 
saws. With these he sawed his way out 
of jail on the same night. On the night 
of his escape he went to the place where 
he had buried part of the jewelry and re- 
covered it. Then he fled to Pittsburg, Pa. 

Varnes claims that the second-hand 
dealer came to him at Pittsburg and told 
him to get out of that town, for the police 
were on his trail. Varnes demanded his 
share of the jewelry and the attorney sent 
him a note for $400. This note was found 
on him when he was captured at Beaver 
Falls, Pa. 

Recently the attorney was indicted ir 
Sandusky County, O., as was printed in 
THE JEWELERS’ CirCULAR-WEEKLY, June 15, 
on the charge of assisting Varnes to es- 
cape from jail, and is out on bond. He 
was also indicted with the second-hand 
dealer on the charge of receiving stolen 
goods in Seneca County, waived examina- 
tion and was bound over to the Grand 
Jury. 

The latest development is the suit filed 
by Attorney Sutphin to recover $10,000 
damage for “unlawful conversion” of the 
jewelry. 

Varnes in his confession says that he 
got only a small part of the jewelry. Much 
of it was sold in small lots in various parts 
of Ohio. 

Further developments are promised in 
the case. 








The Schrader-Wittstein Co., Chicago, 
Offers to Settle with Creditors at 
50 Cents on the Dollar. 

The Schrader-Wittstein Co., Chicago, IIl., 
is offering creditors 50 cents on the dollar, 
evidenced by secured notes, one-third Oct 
10, 1910; one-third June 10, 1911, and one- 
third April 10, 1911. The liabilities are 
about $66,000, with assets of about $43,500. 
A meeting of creditors was held last 
Thursday at the Jewelers’ Board of Trade 
in New York, at which time the situation 
was discussed. It is understood that the 
matter is being handled for creditors by 
the Jewelers’ Board of Trade. 

Mr. Schrader established the business 
about 1863, and about 1893 admitted Alfred 
H. Wittstein to partnership, he having been 
in Schrader’s employ for 10 or 12 years 
prewous. C. T. Wittstein, a brother of 
A. H., became interested in the business 
in 1896 under the same style. Mr. 
Schrader died in October, 1899, and his 
widow became the executrix of his estate. 
In January, 1900, the business was incor- 
porated, with an authorized capital stock 
of $75,000, under the State laws of Illinois, 
as the Schrader-Wittstein Co., with a 
capital of $65,500.

He said 
the selling end was more important than 
the buying end of any business and that all 
merchants should try to learn to become 


better and more able business men, and 


that they should throw aside petty work 
in the store and wake up to the science of 
selling. 

He claimed 


that the average merchant 
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thinks his business is one of routine. He 
said that all commerce springs from the 
needs of human life and that business was 
the chief factor in modern civilization and 
that modern commerce springs from condi 
tions. These principles, customs and con 
ditions a business man must understand in 
order to have an organized knowledge of 
the principle of selling. 

There were four points, he said, in mak 
ing a sale: First, the attention of the per 
spective purchaser and the article shown; 
second, the creation of interest in the ar- 
ticle; third, the creation of desire in the 
customer for the ownership of the arti- 
cle, and lastly, the acceptance of the article 
by the customer A merchant must develop 
himself into an individuality as a magnetic 
being, said the speaker, who then spoke on 
the value of a pleasant smile as a factor in 
making a sale. Memory and personality 
should. also be developed, he said, and hu 
man nature should be studied. Customers 
should not be driven into buying, but 
should be led into buying. People, as a 
rule, are lazy and buying should be made 
easy for them by pleasant surroundings in 
the store. 

The “pride” side of a prospective cus- 
tomer should not be overlooked in present- 
ing objects for sale, Mr. Wardaman said, and 

suggestion would help a sale in 
many instances. The positive and not the 
negative method should always be used.

of the Nebraska Retail Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion, and member of the executive com- 
mittee of the A. N. R. J. A. next ad- 


dressed the meeting on “Modern Equip- 
ment.” Mr. Combs said that the general 
public watched the merchant constantly, 
and that store improvement and the beau- 
tifying of the store surroundings would 
result in gratfying encouragement in the: 
way of increased sales. Service, he said/ 
was the essence of modern store equip- 
ment—not only the service one gives to 
his customer but the service one gets from 
his clerks. Old theories are undergoing 
a change, he said, and modern competition 
is increasing good service. 

Absolute confidence and good will be- 
tween customer, employer and employe 
were essential in every business, and a high 
standard of service should be arrived at 
and every jeweler should set a high stand- 
ard and try to reach it. 

Howard C. Carpenter, sales manager for 
the South Bend Watch Co., next addressed 
the convention on “Tact and Forethought 
in Business.” Mr. Carpenter said that real 
success clearly depended on tact and fore- 
thought. He paid a high tribute to asso- 
ciation work and said that where formerly 
the retail jeweler thought of his goods 
only he was now conducting business on 
a higher plane and must develop his abil- 


ity more. Appropriate signs for timely 
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gifts were gone into at length and the bene- 
fits therefrom enlarged upon by _ the 
speaker. 

A. L. Sackett next addressed the meet- 
ing on “Ruts,” and after paying the mem- 
bers some flowery compliments and spring- 
ing some jokes, wound up by touch- 
ing on general subjects of many kinds, 
including the Panama Canal and the evils 
of the parcels post. 

Geo. J. Feige next delivered an address 
on “Fundamental Rules for Designing,” 
illustrated by large drawings made on the 
spot. Mr. Feige said: 

A design is an expression of skill in arranging 
curved lines or straight lines, or a combination of 
both, thereby producing harmony of form. A 
design may be produced by the compass and rule 
or by the aid of the eye and hand alone. Orna 
mentation is suggested through the graceful and 
varying forms of nature, or the adaptation of con 
ventionalizing them into decoration, 

The consideration of utility and adaptability fo: 
a particular purpose, the proper selection of ma 
terials, etc., are as important as the skilful exe- 
cution in constructing a design. It is the careful 
cultivation along this line that is generally ac 
cepted as art The endcavor should be to give 
the simplest expression of a thing rather than to 
imitate it, especially when nature is the model 

* ‘ * * 

In the selection of jewelry we are attracted by 
the excellency of an individual piece, and we are 
unaware of the harmony of the lines as the cause 
of our having especially noticed it. Many pieces 
of jewelry contain a plain space which is suitable 
for engraving, and perhaps you have heard your 
customers say “What do you charge for markingé”’ 
and you have said, “‘We make no charge for en- 
graving,’’ and probably this practice is responsible 
for the demoralizing attempts that we often see 
in the work that is done on the various pieces that 
come to our notice. 

The first thing we observe in making a design is 
that lines must be correctly spaced in order t 
represent the least of skill. If curved lines, they 
must conform in a similar manner to what is 
known as a “sweep.”” The imaginary starting point 
of a sweep must be kept in mind to obtain the 
harmony desired, the same as the spacing. The 
public in a general way do not comprehend what 
makes a design attractive, and many are unable 
to give the remotest expression of what they have 
in mind, and therefore no jeweler should be 
without the rudimentary principles of creating a 
design. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 

Thursday afternoon the optometrists 
met and passed a resolution asking for the 
establishment of a chair of optometry in 
the State University at lowa City, and 
passed another resolution condemning a 
Des Moines newspaper for giving away 
spectacles as subscription premiums.

Edgar R. Wight, Hawarden, I[a., recently 
moved to Owanka, S. Dak. 
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Jury Acquits Conrad Schickerling of 
* Larceny Charge After a Long Trial. 

Conrad Schickerling has been acquitted. 
He has been on trial during the past two 
weeks before Judge Crain and jury in 
Part II of the Court of General Sessions, 
in New York, on an indictment charging 
him -with the larceny of $6,500 worth of 
diamonds from the firm of Edelhoff Bros. 
& Co., which was in business at 574 Fifth 
Ave., New York, in 1906, and was found 
not guilty of the charge last Friday after 
the jury had been out about three hours. 

The complaint against Mr. Schickerling 
was brought in June, 1906, at the instiga- 
tion of the creditors of Edelhoff Bros. & 
Co. Gustave A. Edelhoff, the president of 
the company, was the complainant. The 
first trial, in March of this year, resulted 
in a disagreement of the jury, but at the 
retrial the charges against the defendant 
were not sustained. 

Gustave Edelhoff swore that in January, 
1906, he obtained $6,500 worth of diamonds 
en memorandum from Henry E. Oppen- 
heimer & Co. for Mr. Schickerling, who 
he said wished to compare them with 
some he had already gathered for a lorg- 
nette chain. He accused the defendant of 
pawning the diamonds, which he, Edelhoff, 
said he was obliged to redeem before they 
could be returned to their original owner. 

Testifying in his own behalf, Conrad 
Schickerling told his side of the case in a 
convincing manner, He reiterated his tes- 
timony given at the previous trial, in which 
he told of a conversation with Gustave 
Edelhoff, in which Edelhoff stated to him 
that he (Edelhoff) must have $2,000 by 
Jan. 24, 1906, to pay some pressing bills 
of Edelhoff Bros. & Co., and that he would 
purchase some diamonds and sell them to 
the defendant and that he could either re- 
sell or pawn them as he saw fit and give 
$2,000 to Edelhoff. Mr. Schickerling ad- 
mitted that he had pawned the Oppen- 
heimer diamonds which he had obtained 
from Edelhoff with R. Simpson, pawn- 
broker, at 51 Bowery, and had realized 
$4,000, of which sum he gave Gustave 
Edelhoff $2,000 and retained the balance. 
He maintained that he had purchased the 
diamonds of Edelhoff Bros. & Co. and had 
given a note for $13,500, which was in 
payment for the Oppenheimer diamonds, 
and four pieces of jewelry which had been 


obtained by Edelhoff Bros. & Co. from 
Fred W. Lewis and turned over to the 
defendant. Mr. Schickerling denied that 


he had a talk with the Edelhoffs about a 
lorgnette chain which he was making for 


Mrs. Richards for which he wanted the 
diamonds. 
Much of the testimony at the former 


trial was not admitted at the retrial, yet 
new matter which was not previously dis- 
closed was developed. ‘This went to dis- 
credit testimony of the State's witnesses. 
The judge confined the matter to testimony 
relating particularly to the Oppenheimer 
diamonds and the formation and conduc- 
tion of the firms of Edelhoff Bros. & Co. 
and Schickerling Bros. & Co. 

The trial lasted two weeks and two days. 
The case was defended by Abraham Levy 
and Henry W. Unger. Special Assistant 
D'strict Attorney Vandiver and Charles S. 
Mackenzie prosecuted the case. 
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Jewelry in the Possession of Moses 
Sachs at the Time of His Murder.

An attachment was issued, upon which the 
factory was closed. This attachment was 
removed by the American Surety Co., 
which offered a bond that it would pay all 
damages up to $1,000 in the event that a 
judgment was secured against the defend- 
ant. This caused complications, for shortly 
afterward the Art Metal Co. filed a peti- 
tion in bankruptcy and, being insolvent, 
declared that it was not responsible for 
the debt. It is stated that about this time 
an offer was made to settle the bill if the 
amount be paid'down. ‘This did not ap- 
peal to the plaintiff as being satisfactory. 
Counselor Miller, for the defendant, se- 
cured his client’s discharge from  bank- 
ruptcy in the United States Court, unop- 
posed by the plaintiff. The judge recently 
decided a demurrer in favor of the Art 
Metal Co., and in his decision June 24 al- 
lowed Attorney Clark’s amendment to the 
demurrer and closed the proceedings. The 
case has been followed with interest, as 
the attorney for the complainant based his 
case on the liability of the bonding com- 
pany, while the defendant’s claim that the 
judgment must first be secured in the ordi- 
nary way without reference to the bonding 
company seems to have been sustained. It 
is said that the case will be appealed to the 
Supreme Court.

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HE newspapers 
Summer Closing of the country 
Misinterpreted. again had an oppor- 
tunity to display their 
ignorance as to the conditions in the jew 
elry trade, last week, and did not hesitate 
to take advantage of it. When the an 
nouncements of the uniform dates for clos- 
ing by a number of the New England 
manufacturing jewelers were given to the 
press, this was taken to mean that there is 
a paralysis in the industry and that owing 
to dulness in trade thousands of employes 
were about to be thrown out of employment. 
Hardly a newspaper which published the 
news made mention of the fact that it was 
simply a movement among jewelry manu 
facturers to agree upon the dates for the 
regular Summer shut-down, in order that 
there be some uniformity in this regard. 
The slightest attempt to verify the re 
port by these newspapers would have dis- 
closed the fact that the jewelry shop vaca- 
tion is an annual proceeding with practi 
cally every manufacturing concern, this be- 
ing made necessary in nearly all instances 
by the boiler inspection laws and the neces 
sity of overhauling the plants at least once 
a year. Instead of the firms closing hap- 
hazard, according to whim, the members of 
the New England Manufacturing Jewelers’ 
and Silversmiths’ Association, agreed to 
close upon certain set dates, and the 
announcement by a committee of that asso- 
ciation of the names of the firms and dates 
of closing was made for the convenience 
of retail jewelers and jobbers so that they 
could arrange their orders accordingly. On 
this simple announcement was based the 
insertion of the stories of the “shut-down” 
in the manufacturing jewelry trade as due 
to business depression. 





Those Who Sell to gs mee) Yom 
and Gay from dealer who, as 
told in the last issue 
Smugglers. of THe JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR-WEEKLy, after being charged 
with smuggling diamonds ana alsa cited 
in bankruptcy proceedings, last week sur- 
rendered to the customs officers the dia- 
monds he was alleged to have brought into 
this country illegally, later pleaded guilty 
to the charge and was fined $500. The 
lightness of the punishment in the criminal 
case was due in part to the fact that the 
man’s acts appealed to the mercy of the 
court, as he bréught back the alleged smug- 
gled goods that were out of its jurisdiction 
and did what he could to make amends for 
his error. In addition to the fine in the 
criminal case he will have to pay a heavy 
penalty in civil proceedings. 

This case, while a small one, was im- 
portant in many ways, not the least of 
which was that it tended to explain one of 
the many reasons why diamond smugglers 
can profitably conduct their business. Here 
was a man unknown in the trade who 
was intrusted with $10,000 worth of dia- 
monds by a European merchant, and as far 
as has been disclosed he gave no security 
for his account. As long as the big mer- 
chants of Europe will give unknown people 
with no rating, large credits of this 
kind, simply because they will pay a good 
price, the ranks of the smuggling fra- 
ternity will continue to increase. 
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However, there is another and even more 
important source of encouragement to the 
smuggler, and that is the attitude of mer 
chants who deal with him simply because 
he sells his illicitly imported product at a 
lower price than they can purchase the same 
goods from other sources. It is safe to 
say that if all of the so-called “reputable” 
merchants of the trade who buy diamonds 
without caring with whom they deal, would 
positively refuse to deal with a man sus- 
pected of defrauding revenue laws, one 
half the work of the Government offi 
cials and the officers of the Precious Stone 
Importers’ Protective Association would be 
eliminated. 

It is time that something was done to 
awaken the moral conscience of those who 
sell to and buy from smugglers. The best 
way to do this is to ostracize them, both in 
business and social life. A man who will 
deal with a criminal either by selling to 
him or buying from him deserves no sup 
port or help from the honorable merchant 
He is as contemptible a malefactor, ethi 
cally and often legally, as the man whom 
he encourages to commit the crime.

Another Form of Competition from 

Which the Retail Jewelers Suffer.

Editor THe JEWELERS’ CrRCULAR-WEEKLY : 

That the jewelers in small towns have 
to contend with serious competition from de- 
partment stores, mail-order houses, instal 
ment houses, peddlers, etc., as well as the 
users of jewelry and watches as premiums 
is an old story, unfortunately, but con 
tinues with a little abatement. 

The retail jewelers in the vicinity of New 
York, and probably in other sections of 
the country, are coming in contact with a 
new evil, namely, the amateur competitor. 
who, though not in business of any kind, 
solicits orders for jewelry and kindred 
lines by reason of some particular “pull’’ 
that he may have with those desiring the 
goods. 

A member of a family, the head of which 
is connected with the Board of Education 
in New York, has been going around her¢ 
with a letter of introduction to the people 
connected with the schools of this borough, 
soliciting orders for class pins. On the 
strength of this letter and probably other 
inducements, he has succeeded in getting 
practically all the orders, cutting out local 
dealers entirely. Is there any way to rem 
edy this evil, or must the jeweler sit serene 
and calm while his business is taken from 
under his nose?

Finally, after a long 
wait, he asked to use the phone, which was 
in the corner in the rear of the store. 
While phoning, several people went in and 
out and at length a man came in to see 
plated chains which were on the opposite 
side of the store, and near the rear. The 
man left the phone and, walking to the 
front, stood before the watch and diamond 
cases. These cases have a marble founda- 
tion, the upper parts being plate glass with 
sliding doors. The space between these 
two cases is some 10 or 12 inches. An 
electric light post with many globes above 
is placed in the center of this space. While 
Miss Kerr was busy showing the chains 
to one man, she glanced up in time to 
see the other fellow wedged in between 
the cases, about to open the diamond case. 
Miss Kerr immediately left her customer, 
walked to the other side and quickly drew 
the door, catching the eye of the young 
thief and keeping it on him every minute. 
The fellow was taken so by surprise that 
he walked hurriedly from the store, while 
the other man, who Jooked at chains and 
who was evidently an accomplice, followed 
after him.

Dr. Harvey prescribed a 
pair of eye glasses for Samuel Edwards, 
a youth whose eyes troubled him, and a 
charge was brought against him by Charles 
Rose, a professional informer in the em- 
ploy of the Medical Council of -Ontario. 
The magistrate held the charge proved 
and fined Dr. Harvey $50 and costs. An 
appeal from this decision was taken to a 
ligher court. Judge Middleton quashed 
the conviction, saying that whatever mean- 
ing may be attributed to the words “prac- 
tising medicine,’ they cannot be so en- 
larged by judicial interpretation as to pro- 
hibit an optician from examining the eyes 
of his customer and prescribing suitable 
glasses. The case would have been dif- 
ierent if the defendant had on examina- 
tion found disease and prescribed a treat- 
ment either medicinal or mechanical, to 
remedy the ailment. All costs of the pro- 
ceedings were ordered to be paid by the 
informant.

the Minnesota State penitentiary at Still- 
water. 

The plans of the Minnesota Commercial 
Federation, of which the Retail Jewelers’ 
Association is a member, for securing a 
bill aimed at controlling peddling, seem to 
be very promising for success. So far the 
organization has secured the co-operation of 
the jewelers, the hardwaremen, the imple- 
ment dealers, the druggists, the furniture 
association and others. The bill is pro- 
posed to limit peddling to the uttermost. 
Another bill which it is believed will be of 
even greater benefit to many merchants is 
one against fraudulent advertising, which 
it is believed will work to do away with the 
bulk of the bankruptcy, clearance, imitation 
goods and other sales which so palpably 
misrepresent their wares, to the detriment 
of merchants handling reliable goods. The 
Federation believes that the influence of all 
the different lines of merchants will be suffi 
cient to overcome the pressure which has 
been encountered in favor of allowing 
things to continue as they now are.

Jewelry concerns which are incorporated 
have during the last week been paying the 
new corporation tax. About $3,000,000 will 
he collected by the Internal Revenue De- 
partment at Pittsburg, and in the amount 
collected Pittsburg w-ll only be exceeded 
by New York, the Pittsburg district being 
the second largest in the United States. Of 
the 9,000 corporations which will pay tax 
here, many are jewelry and pawn broking 
concerus. Many corporations here, how- 
ever, have paid the tax under protest, hop- 
ing to have the money returned if the law 
is declared unconstitutional. 

Frank Bennett, who was tried and con- 
victed of stealing some jewelry from a 
Miss Augusta Meinhardt and who pawned 
the loot in this city, was sent to the work- 
house last week for six months by Judge 
John D. Shafer. The young woman be- 
wailed the fact that the stolen property 
had not been returned to her. Judge 
Shafer informed the woman that it was 
only necessary for her to go to the pawn- 
broker who received it and make a de- 
mand for the return of the property, as he 
had no legal title to it. It was Judge 
Shafer who recently held that a jeweler 
who gives goods on memorandum can re- 
fuse to accept the money for them, even 
if it is tendered, and demand the return of 
the articles. 

The store of R. Seidle & Sons Thursday 
morning narrowly escaped being seriously 
damaged by fire. Flames were discovered 
shortly before midnight on the third floor 
of the building, at 254 F:fth Ave, the 
ground floor of which is occupied by the 
jewelers. The flames originated in a room 
occupied by the Pittsburg Technical Col- 
lege. An alarm was sent in, but the fire- 
men managed to keep the blaze confined to 
the room in which it or:ginated. Chemicals 
were used almost exclusively to put. out 
the fire and did the work effectively. Some 
of the liquid leaked through the floors and 
fell on the show cases in the jewelry 
store, but no special damage was done. 
The Holmes Electric operatives were soon 
on the scene and covered up the cases to 
prevent any damage being done

CHAPTER II. 


HOW THE SIDEREAL MOTIONS OF THE MOON 
GAVE US A SEVEN-DAY WEEK—THIS 
WEEK STILL GROWS IN FAVOR 
AFTER IT HAS LOST ITS 


28-DAY MONTH. 

N the opening chapter we have drawn, 
attention to an existing calendar-clock 
which illustrates the prehistoric use of the 
moon’s sidereal motions for day counting. 
The ancient “heavenly dial” conception 
which led up to this clock was also shown. 
In this chapter we will deal with a few of 
the steps which led to and then away from 
this 28-day month of the “mansions.” 
When this sidereal month was abandoned 
to make way for a lunar month, that is to 
say, one based on the moon’s phases, the 
“quadrant” of this discarded month had 
taken such a hold that it still survives 

through all the changes. 

To the investigator who starts his ex- 
amination from the outside, the first ques- 
tion that comes to his lips is: “Why did 
the ancients select the sidereal motions 
of the moon rather than the more evident 
change from a full, bright disc to a dis- 
appearing thread of a crescent, and then 
back again?” It is quite probable that in 
the then intellectual section of the world 
where the atmosphere was clear, one of 
these cycles of our natural calendar (the 
moon) was as striking to the “naked eye” 
observer as the other. We will perhaps 
never know which of them was first no- 
ticed or measured. We do, however, seem 
to have very tangible evidence that the 
moon’s course through the heavenly stellar 
pictures was used as a counter or recorder 
of days long before the moon’s synodic pe- 
riod was so used. It is true that the 
moon’s location in the 28 mansions would 
not enable a farmer to know when the 
moonlight nights were due. But, on the 
other hand, the gradual nightly change in 
the width of the moon’s bright section was 
not sufficiently evident to enable an ob- 


server to count consecutive days by it. 
The ancient calendar builder was there- 
fore compelled to select the motions of the 
moon which were best suited to his first 
requirements, 


the consecutive counting of 


days. He evidently had discovered that 
the moon did not make its trip through the 
Stellar Mansions in any exact number of 
days. He, no doubt, saw that it was more 
than 27 days and less than 28 days, and 
as he could not use fractional days he 
was bound to use either 27 or 28 in prac- 
tice. What is the result? 


We find the early Hindoos y 


using 27 


in English. Below this is the meaning of 
each name. In the center of the upper line 
in each square will be found the Chinese 
characters for the mansions, and to the 
left of these the Chino-Japanese numbers 
1 to 28. The right-hand corners contain 
Arabic equivalents. The Chinese name for 
this whole group of 28 mansions is Erh- 
shih-pa-su. When the ancients quartered 
the group into “quadrants” of seven, they 
called the parts Ssu-kung, meaning “great 
quadrants.” 
Later on they 
each of these

“Azure Dragon,” “Black Warrior,” “White 
Tiger,” and “Vermilion Bird,” as indicated 
on the right-hand side of the illustration.

mansions or asterisms, while the Babylon- 
ians and Chinese used 28. In other words, 
they straddled the actual period of about 
271-3 days. The 27-day month of the 
Hindoos did not seem to become popular, 
otherwise we might have had a nine-day 
week. The Chaldean, Babylonian, or 
Chinese 28-day month did seem to gain 
staying powers, and in view of the oriental 
tendency to quarter the earth, the heavens, 
the seasons and the winds, it was quite 
natural for them to quarter their 28-day 
month. 

Fig. 3 shows some of the stages in the 
evolution of this prehistoric month. At 
first, each mansion or day was named and 
not numbered. This name is shown in the 
center of each square as it is pronounced

Still later, planetary names were assigned 
to each of the seven mansions of a 
“quadrant.” These names were repeated 
four times in the following order: Jupiter, 
Venus, Saturn, Sun, Moon, Mars and Mer- 
cury. These Sun, Moon and Planet names 
developed into Thursday, Friday, Saturday, 
Sunday, Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day—names which are shown on the upper 
surface of the top layer of mansions. 
They, of course, apply also to each of the 
three lower series in the same way. 

A glance at the astrological and mytho- 
logical side of the origin of or week and 
month is now in order. Please refer to 
Fig. 4; it is an exact reproduction of east- 
ern art found on a page of a Canton al- 
manac of the current Chinese year—the 
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COLONIAL SERIES

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second year of the infant Emperor Hsuan 
Tung. The illustration pictures the rulers 
of the 28 heavenly mansions. They are 
divided into four panels of seven each. 
These seven gentlemen were supposed to 
rule over the “quadrants.” We have sev- 
eral modern oriental almanacs before us, 
and while these impersonations differ con- 
siderably in detail, the leading features 
agree, and the 28 are invariably shown in 
four groups. The order of the groups is 
right to left and downwards, while the 
order of the persons in each group is 
lower line of four from right to left, fol- 
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ciated with the sun and Mithra, and was 
the central mansion. Sun is central in 
each of the other quadrants. It is inter- 
esting to note at this point that this is 
why the 4th, 11th, 18th and 25th mansions 
and our western Sundays always corre- 
spond. 

“Hsin” (the heart) was the throne of 
heaven, while “Chi,” the 7th mansion, was 
the capital city of the Queen of Heaven. 
The ruler of this mansion controlled the 
eight winds. This particular mansion as 
one of a quadrant became the day of Mer- 
cury, or Woden’s day, and later it was

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lowed by the upper three from right to 
left. The Chinese names of these rulers 
will be found near the head of each. The 
“quadrant” or week name for each group 
is written above and Chinese numbers be- 
low. 

We are indebted to Richard H. Geoghe- 
gan, of Alaska, for some interesting trans- 
lations and beautiful pen-and-ink draw- 
ings. He was formerly Davisian Chinese 
Scholar of Oxford. He has devoted much 
time to languages, so we value his in- 
formation highly. The following details 
relate to mansions and rulers: 

The first mansion in the first quadrant 
is “Chio” (the horn), and represents the 
frontier gate of heaven. The ruler of 
this mansion is invariably shown with a 
sword in his hand. In Fig. 2 of the first 
chapter the moon is shown in this man- 
sion when the sun nears the evening hour 
of the “dog.” The next night at the same 
hour the moon would be in the mansion 
“Kang” (the neck). It was said to be the 
inner hall of the Son of Heaven. Then 
comes “Ti” (the bottom), then “Fang” 
(the room). This mansion was later asso-

known as Wednesday. The &th asterism 
was “Tou” (the bushel measure). This 
mansion was the temple of heaven. Its 
ruler was the lord of war. This was fol- 
lowed by “Niu” (the ox), which was the 
bridge to heaven’s gate; the ruler of this 
mansion was the superintendent of sacri- 
fices. Mansion 10 was “Nu” (the woman 
or damsel). This was the smaller capital 
city of the heavens. Its ruler had charge 
of the fabrics. Next comes “Hsu” (the 
void), mansion of the ruler of the north, 
and master of rites and ceremonies of the 
sacrifices. Mansion 12 housed the super- 
intendent of the capital city of star gods. 
Mansion “Shih” (“the house’) was in 
charge of the chief officers of the Son of 
Heaven, and was also known as the de- 
partment of works. 

Mansion “Pei” was the house of the lord 
duke. Mansion “Lou” (the “hump” or 
“mound”’) was the headquarters of the 
ruler of the dead. ; 

Mansion 17, “Wei” (the “stomach” or 
“appetite”), was in charge of the ruler of 
granaries and of the five kinds of edible 
grain. Mansion “Pi” contained the hunts- 
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man of the heavens and he who ruled over 
the rains. 

The ruler of Mansion “Tsan” attended 
to the animals of heaven. 

Mansion 23 (the ghost, spirit or imp) 
was said to be the eye of the rulers of 
heaven. 

Mansion “Liu” (“the willow’) was the 
kitchen of heaven. 

“Hsing” (“the star”) was the home of 
the god of ceremonial robes. 

“Chang” was the mansion of the custo- 
dian of heavenly jewelry. 

Mansion 27 (“the wing”) was the music 
room of heaven and reception hall for all 
the tribes of barbarians. 

“Chan” (“carriages’ crossbar”). The 
ruler of this stellar mansion attended to all 
repairs in the heavens. 

The foregoing is the mythological side 
of the ancient 28-day month, out of which 
came our week. 

The astrological features still continue 
in modern almanacs, and we read that such 
and such days are “good luck” and others 
“bad luck.” A son born on one of the 
former days will be a credit to his parents, 
while one bern on the latter will be a fail- 
ure, and so forth and so on. 

Now refer to Fig. 5, which is a repro- 
duction from a current oriental almanac. 
These four impersonations are the great 
seasons, while the 12 characters on each 
represent the lesser seasons or sub-seasons, 
all of which have their own name. This 
makes 48 seasons in all. 

Our investigations satisfy us that sea- 
sons were quite accurately established and 
used before man recognized their cycle (a 
year) as the specific unit in itself. The ad- 
justment and readjustment of these sea- 
sons led up to the year. 

It was only at this time, in our opinion, 
that the attempt was made to fit lunar 
months (Synodic) and solar years into 
the same working harness, so to speak. 

At this point of our calendar investiga- 
tion the oriental grasp of numerical sys- 
tems begins to impress us. We find that 
they had launched a 360-degree circle and 
knew the many good qualities of this num- 
ber. It was deliberately constructed from 
the many smaller units, some of which are 
prime to each other. This makes 360 the 
most “divisible” number of its size that 
it is possible to construct, and therefore 
the most convenient number possible in 
the hundreds. 

These orientals invented the decimal sys- 
tem. They also built the octomal system, 
as embodied in the eight ancient trigrams. 
The “Yang” and “Yin” system of the great 
extremes is oriental. The duodecimal sys- 
tem is Chinese as it appears in the “Twelve 
Horary Branches.” The latter, when com- 
bined with the decimal or hand count, or 
“ten celestial stem system,” produced the 
cycle of 60, or the sexagenary system, and 
a combination of the whole produced the 
favored 360. 

It is, therefore, not remarkable that we 
find these easterners trying to force the 
year into an orderly 360-day unit with ex- 
actly 12 30-day “lunar” months, allowing 
the extra five or six days to become a sort 
of overflow -or intercalary wedge. 

It might be in order to mention at this

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point that many of the ancient attempts to 
put numerical order into the calendar were 
more or less associated with this magic 
number, 360. Here is a list of its divisors: 
$3466 8 9 30:19 35, 16 20, 94 30, 
36, 40, 45, 60, 72, 90, 120 and 180. That is 
to say, 360 is divisible by 22 numbers with- 
out a remainder. The ancient Mexicans 
picked out the two middle numbers of this 
group, 18 and 20. They had 18 “months” 
of 20 days each in their 360-day year. They 
named the days of this so-called month 
instead of numbering them. This 20-day 
unit may have been partly based on the 
finger and toe count of a man (a “score”). 
These are the names given to the days of 
the ancient Mexican “month” : J, 

“Dragon, wind, house, lizard, serpent, 
death, deer, rabbit, water, dog, monkey, 
grass, cane, tiger, eagle, vulture, movement, 
flint, rain, and flower.” 

Intercalary wedges of five and six days

On the Balance Spring. 





yi HE most frequent deformations of the 

balance spring, says La France Horlo- 
gére, may be classified as of two kinds: de- 
formations in plane and deformations in 
parallelism. 

Deformations in plane-—A deformation 
in plane is most frequently the result of a 
twisting of the blade. The remedy consists 
in straightening out this twist, which is 
often very difficult to realize. 

In place of trying to discover the twist 
itself, one should observe closely the point 
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were added annually to keep the seasons 
in order. 

We find another calendar of 72 units of 
5 days each. Then, when we note that the 
Chinese are still using 6 units of 60 days 
each, and formerly used 12 units of 30 
days each, also 24 units of 15 days, and 
that the Hindoos almost launched a year 
of 40 units of 9 days each, we begin to 
realize how justly popular this noble num- 
ber 360 is. Then when we look at our 
present use of 60 minutes in a degree and 
60 seconds in a minute of angle—then at 
our 24-hour day, 60 minute hour and 60- 
second minute, we see that this valuable 
360 is bound to stay with us. The mathe- 
matical beauty of this combination of twos, 
threes and fives is such that we almost 
wish a comet would contrive to slow down 
the period of the earth’s revolution around 
the sun from 365% to 360 days. Such 
mathematical or numerical order seems to 
be against the laws of nature, however, as 


of greatest deformation—that is to say, the 
point at which the blade raises itself highest 
above the plane’ of the spring; we may con- 
clude that the twist to be corrected will be 
found at a distance of a half turn from the 
end of the overcoil. 

To make the correction we employ two 
tweezers, which seize the spring, respective- 
ly, at a distance of a millimeter to the left 
and right of the point of twisting; the 
tweezers held in the left hand bend the 
blade and the other simply hold the spring 
in a rigid position. 

In setting the plane true care must be 
taken not to change the parallelism of the 
coils, 

Deformation of parallelism.—A deforma- 
tion of parallelism indicates a bend that 
forms the overcoil. The point of great- 
est deformation—that is to say, the point 
in the blade that is nearest to, or most 
remote from, the adjacent blade will be 
found a quarter of a turn from the bend; 
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then, in pursuing the search for the bend, a 
method similar to that in the search for a 
twist, we note the point of greatest de- 
formation; within a quarter of a turn will 
be found the bend. It must be opened or 
closed, as the case may be. 

The truing of the parallelism may best 
be effected with the aid of two tweezers, or 
better, one tweezers and a very sharp point. 
The tweezers should be held very slightly 
inclined in such a manner that the working 
angle is perpendicular to the plane of the 
balance spring. If this condition is not 
observed the plane will be deformed and it 
will be in a greater degree, according as the 
angle of force of the tweezers is more ob- 
lique to the plane of the spring. 

It is, perhaps, necessary to insist on this 
indispensable precaution. We may con- 
vince ourselves of its importance by mak- 
ing, in a balance spring blade, a bend with 
the aid of:a tweezers held intentionally at 
an angle. At the same time that we alter 
the parallelism we shall observe the dis- 
placed part of the balance spring raise or 
lower itself, according to the inclination we 
may have given the tweezers, and we shall 
readily recognize that the plane is altered 
at the slightest obliquity of the effective 
angle of the tweezers. 

The point of which we make use in con- 
nection with the tweezers should, for the 
same reason, be perpendicular to the plane 
of the spring. The observation of the per- 
pendicularity of the tweezers and of the 
point entails a difficulty. The two hands 
touch and are in one another’s way. We 
cin obviate this inconvenience by making 
use of a point bent at right angles and hav- 
ing a handle of wax, which is then drawn 
horizontally. 

Finally, the tweezers intended to work on 
balance springs must have narrow noses; 
they must be thick enough to be strong, 
tempered to a yellow color; they should 
be smoothly polished inside, so that they 
may not mar the spring. The polishing is 
best effected by means of a diamantine buff- 
stick (buff-stick of felt charged with dry 
diamantine), so that the angles may be 
rounded.

MOST important thing is the ar 

A rangement of the entrance to a stort 

It is the entrance that is seen by the most 

people, and it is the entrance that may 

draw them inside if it is attractive, and 
keep them out if it is otherwise 

lhe entrance must be easy. There should 
be no hard steps, no steps at all if it can 
be avoided. The easier it is for people to 
get into the jewelry store, the more of 
them will come in and the oftener they 
will come. There are plenty of would-be 
customers who are perhaps lame, perhaps 
in poor health, perhaps just plain lazy, to 
whom the difference of a step-up between 
your store and the next nearest competitor 
will make the difference of sending them 
to the store easiest to enter. 

It is an every-day occurrence to hear 
people complain about a step here and a 
step there in their shopping or business. 
They resent anything that causes them any 
extra trouble. This is, of course, more 
noticeable in the city, where the public has 
more done for it than in the country vil- 
lages, where inconveniences of that sort 
are common enough and where people 
have more time and probably more physical 
strength. 

But under whatever circumstances your 
business is conducted, there will be more 
of it if it is easy for people to reach the 
interior of the store. The store with an 
easy entrance always has a point in its 
favor, and many an important purchase is 
made in a store into which the buyer is 
drawn by the slightest additional weight of 
influence. There is a time in the deciding 
of even the important questions when the 
weight of a hair will turn the balance. 

Beside the matter of having to go up or 
down steps to enter a store, there is the 
matter of the door itself. I know stores 
where the actual door constitutes a real 
barrier between the buyer and the seller. 
It is heavy. It swings hard. The catch 
sticks or the knob turns hard. Or the door- 
way is so narrow that people are always 
getting in one another’s way in trying to

pass there. The customer will overcome 
the objection the first time, but next time 
the purchase will be made next door, where 
there is no such trouble. 

The entrance should be wide enough for 
people to pass easily. lhe door itself 
should be as light as a plate glass door may 
be. It should have ball-bearing hinges and 
swing at a_ touch If it has a_ knob, 
the knob ought to turn easily, and it should 
on no account be near enough to the edge 
of the door so there is any chance of the 
person entering injuring hand or fingers 
or tearing a glove on the door casing. It 
is often better to have two narrow doors 
hung in the doorway instead of one large, 
heavy door. A wide, heavy door is often 
hard for a woman tb handle. 

And then in Summer there is the screen 
door. A good many merchants thought- 
lessly economize on their screen doors. 
They make them an infernal nuisance. 
They squeak or stick or open only one 
way, or jam your fingers in getting through 
them. All these objections should be over- 
ruled. Make it easy to get through the 
door into the store or you are putting a 
stumbling block in your customers’ way. 
rhe entrance way is usually made of the 
same depth as the -windows. This need 
not necessarily; be so. If for any reason 
it is desirable ‘to have a doorway not as 
deep as the window, or deeper, make it 
so? 

The windows ought to be made of a 
depth that is suited to the jeweler’s stock 
of goods. In renting a new store you do 
not have to accommodate yourself to the 
windows. Have them made to suit you 
before you move in. A window can be 
altered in depth without much trouble, and 
the floor of it can even be raised by build- 
ing a false floor and putting a sign on the 
glass up to this new floor, using a decalco- 
mania or painted sign on the inside or a 
wooden or metal sign on the outside. 

There is too much making the business 
fit the store instead of making the store 
fit the business. 

Windows are for the display of goods. 
Very true. But don’t lose sight of the 
fact that windows are also to let in light. 
If the window is to be boxed in, using any 


kind of opaque backing, there should be 
room above to let in light, but it is better 
to box the window in with glass, using 
ground glass or painted glass backing. 
This answers every purpose and lets light 
through. There is no light that is quite 
as good in the honest store as daylight. 
| believe in a store being more than light 
enough either day or night. It should be 
bright, conspicuously bright, all day and 
brilliant at night 

Some recent stores have combined very 
successfully the lighting and the sign value 
of a window by using clear across the top 
of the windows in front of the store luxfer 
sheet prism glass leaded and set in pane 
form, with lettering set in it in opalescent 
glass. The result is a high-class, artistic 
sign and more light. 

The use of prismatic glass in the upper 
parts of the windows in front will help 
illuminate even the long, deep store, and 
if there is a chance for a side or rear win- 
dow to help in the lighting, let not that 
chance go unused. And while we are talk- 
ing about lighting I will refer to the arti- 
ficial lighting problem. 

Many plans are followed in many places. 
What is best in one town is impossible in 
another. The best kind to use is the kind 
that will give you the most light for the 
least money. 

The cost of lighting is one of the largest 
fixed charges against the business. Good 
lighting must cost a good deal of money, 
but it often costs more money than is 
necessary. 

The average jeweler merchant knows 
mighty little about the technical principles 
of lighting a store. He sees a store that 
looks bright and he adopts the plan he saw 
there, with the result that, inasmuch as the 
cther store had a different stock and ar- 
rangement, his lights cost him a third more 
than they need to cost. 

An expert ought to be consulted wherever 
possible as to the best way to light the 
store the most for the least money. You 
may be satisfied with your light and with 
‘ts cost, nevertheless I would advice a 
careful study of the situation and a con- 
sultation with any lighting expert who may 
come your way. You perhaps can save 
money that you had not thought it possible 
to save. 

There are some instances where the ad- 
vice of the right man has cut the lighting 
expense in two and given as satisfactory 
results as before. Unless you yourself 
know all about the light propositions, it is 
safe to say that you can at least have a

third more light for the money you are 
paying each year. 

Where electricity costs 15 cents per kilo- 
watt hour, that makes a pretty costly light, 
and perhaps you can get more satisfaction 
out of a private gasoline plant, though 
this latter is always making work for you. 
Electricity, where one can afford enough 
of it, is the best and the most convenient 
light, of course. Tungsten lamps produce 
a good deal of light for the current con- 
sumed, and cost on a meter about half as 
much as the old style lamps. Some form 
of powerful arc is the best with which to 
make the store really brilliant, and the 
newest of these lamps run without per- 
ceptible noise and require very little care. 

The units of light used ought to be small 
enough so that enough points of illumina 
tion can be installed to make the illumina- 
tion general, instead of excessively bright 
around the lights and dull in the parts most 
distant from them. An even illumination 
is most desirable rather than one that is 
bright in spots 

In a high room the lights will serve best 
(if arcs) at a height of about 12 feet. 
Ground glass gl should be used, as 
they dazzle the eye least and diffuse the 
light best. At a height of 12 feet the 
sources of light ought as a general thing 
to be at least 200 c. p. for every 400 square 
feet—and more light will be better. It 
can hardly be possible to get too much 
light, except as the cost is considered. 

Inasmuch as the principle of display of 
goods is so important, and the more goods 
there are displayed the more will be sold 
then there should be no dark corners in the 
store at any time, night or day. If there 
are places that the daylight cannot be made 
to brighten up, then artificial light ought 
to be used there all day. If it is worth 
while to have the store all lighted part of 
the time, it is worth while to have it all 
lighted all of the time. 

The dark corners will not sell goods, 
and it will seem self-evident to visitors 
that the goods that are tucked away in 
such places cannot be very salable or im- 
portant, or they would be given a fair 
show. 

Of course, the direct sunlight that might 
do damage cannot be admitted to the 
store, and this is easily controlled with 
awnings. And let me say right here, that 
awnings that hang so low as to be a nuis- 
ance to the passers-by are a detriment to 
the store. If possible, have them high 
enough to allow a woman to pass under- 
neath without hitting her parasol or um- 
brella. Keep them up out of the way in 
wet weather, so that they will not drip on 
pedestrians and spoil their tempers Also, 
it pays to keep awnings dry, because it 
prolongs their life 100 per cent. If you 
must keep the awning in use permanently, 
see that it is very high and goes clear 
across the sidewalk and drips only into the 
gutter.

the new building. In the way of heating, 
for instance, the ordinary system of getting 
steam heat from a boiler in the basement 
has been replaced by a double circulating 
system, which insures the greatest amount 
of heat from the least amount of fuel, the 
steam returning to the boiler in the form of 
hot water, ready again to be economically 
converted into steam. The entire front of 
the store is of plate glass with large win 
dows. ‘The fixtures and furnishings are of 
mahogany, trimmed with brass, plate glass 
and silvered metal. The show cases are il 
luminated on the inside by electric lights. 
On either side of the main entrance as 
one enters the store there are recesses, one 
of which is devoted to the manager’s pri 
vate office and to the display of diamonds 
and other precious stones.. ‘The curved 
front of the booth has steel bars at the 
window, with cathedral glass plates abov¢ 
the opening. A working jeweler uses the 
other hooth. The show cases along the 
walls, like the other display cases, are 
lighted from the interior. .There are two 
large safes in the rear of the establishment. 
The accounting department has ample space 
in a balcony, erected in the rear of th:

Beneath the art glass in each window and 
on either side of each of the show windows 
are large beveled plate glass mirrors. The 
remaining portion of the interior of the 
show windows, together with the ceiling of 
the vestibule, is finished in paneled birch 
mahogany. Above the show windows prism 
glass extends to the ceiling. 

The ceiling, which is of steel, is 13 feet 
in height and is designed in a rich, massive 
pattern, finished in dead white. The walls 
are of a rough sand coat, tinted with a light 


copper green shade. The floor is of blue 
and white tiles. Along the base of the 
show windows there extends a_ 12-inch 


trimming of white Italian marble down to 


the sidewalk line \ marble base of the 
same width is used in the door of the vesti- 
bule.

CrRowNs, VoTiveE. “In the early ages of 
Christianity it was by no means unusual 
for sovereigns and other royal personages 
to dedicate their crowns to the Church 
The gifts thus devoted were known as 
donaria, and were suspended by chains at 
tached to their upper rim, above an altar 
or shrine, or in some conspicuous part of 
the church, Other chains were attached to 
the lower rim, supporting a lamp, from 
which usually depended a cross. The cus 
tom for sovereigns to dedicate their actual 
crowns to the Church led to the construc 
tion of imitative crowns, formed for votive 
purposes only.’’—Jones 

Crown, ROYAL, (her.). “This distinctive 
mark of royalty was anciently made open, 
but is now generally closed at the top with 
arches, varying in number, and is usually 
denominated an imperial crown,”—Robson 
“Open” crown means free from diadem. 

The crowns of rank are never used in 
heraldry as helm crowns or on animals 
The helm and animal crowns (see crest 
wreath) contain only three visible straw 
berry leaves. Helm crowns, again, are not 
permissible resting on the upper rim of the 
shield. Crowns of rank, together with 
helms, can only be used alongside one an 
other on the rim of the shield—a helm be 
tween two crowns, for example.

CrowTHER, John. Partner in the firm of 
Crowther & Weatherby, who purchased 
(1750) the Bow China Works. He became

Cruciete, The goldsmith’s melting pot. 
It obtained its name from being formerly 
always marked with the sign of the cross. 

CruciFix. In the early history of the 
Christian Church plain crosses alone ex- 
isted. lhe cross bearing the effigy of Christ 
crucified appears later. “In the earliest, the 
figure of Christ is still youthful, the feet 
standing, without any mark of nails, on a 
board, or also on a cup. The ends of the 
cross arms are formed broader, and receive, 
as a rule, the symbols of the Evangelists. 
lhe back is generally covered with en- 
graved representations, Sometimes such 
crosses, by the reception of relics, such as 
a splinter of the Cross of Christ, obtained 
the character of relic crosses. Of a simi- 
lar kind are the crosses which are borne 
in processions; and here it may be re 
marked that the same crucifix served often 
for both purposes, according as it was 
fastened to a pole or on a pedestal. 

In the Gothic epoch the crosses were 
formed more architectonically—that is, the 
ends of the four arms spread out as tre- 
foils. In the altar crosses the pedestal, and 
in the processional crosses the poles, were 
then membered in a suitable manner. Be 
sides the precious metals, brass and painted 
wood appear as materials, In fact, those 
colossal crucifixes which were placed on a 
cross beam under the triumphal arch of the 
church are of wood. * * * It was also 
customary to set up crucifixes of magnifi- 
cent workmanship separated from the altar. 
Thus a handsome cross stood in the cathe- 
dral at Hildesheim, on the bronze column 
now set up in the courtyard, which Bishop 
Bernward had cast in the XI. century.”- 
Lubke. 

CrueEt, old English crewet. The bottles 
used in the table service to hold condi- 
ments, such as oil, vinegar, pepper, etc..

Question No. 2602—Centrifugal Force. 
Can you tell me why it ts that revolving 


\ 


stiff paper wheels can be made to cut 
through wood, as ts often done on lathes? 
iL. Bt. 
ANSWER :—It is probably well known that 
by means of revolving soft copper discs the 
edges of which are served with diamond 
dust by beating it in, diamonds can be sawed 
up. By means of sharp rapidly revolving 
iron discs it is possible to cut through 
heavy steel armor plates of four to eight 
inches in thickness. These phenomena be- 
long to a very interesting department in 
physics, the physics of revolving bodies, 
that doubtless still has a great deal that is 
remarkable to offer. The rotation of a 


. . - 10 
wheel results in the phenomenon which 


keeps the wheelman or bicyclist without 
exertion free on his seat, 7. ¢., the so-called 
free axis. We can also observe it easily in 
a top, which, its equilibrium disturbed, as 
long as the rotation is rapid enough always 
resumes a certain position in regard to its 
axis without requiring pivot bearings. Ro- 
tation also exercises a tension producing 
effect on the substance of the revolving 
body, and it is this tension that imparts to 
the soft saws referred to, their notable ef 
ficiency. If, for instance, a disc of thin 
cardboard on the lathe is caused by a suit 
able transmission to rotate very rapidly, the 
rotary tension causes the card to behave 
like sheet metal. As Naturwissenschaftliche 
Wochenschrift states the cardboard can in 
such case no longer be bent, and if struck 
with a hammer gives off a sound as though 
we were striking bronze. ‘This is, however. 
only the beginning. If we place on the 
shaft of an electromotor a disc of good 
paper, cut into an exact circle of about 
eight inches in diameter this paper disc can 
be made, at the highest rotating speed of 
the motor, to saw through cigar-box wood 
At the cutting surface it acquires a fine 
brown polish. The publication in question, 
in a recent issue, shows other interesting 
experiments. We can, for instance, fit on 
the shaft of the rotary apparatus a drum 
about which may be passed an annular 
closed little chain in such a manner that at 
the highest rotary speed of which the motor 
is capable it can be slipped off the drum 
The chain will then behave like a_ solid 
ring, roll across the table, and when it 
strikes the ground bounce up like a hoop. 
The active principle on which all these ten 
sion phenomena are based is centrifugal 


force. 

Question No, 2603.—Dented Cups, Ete. 
—I often encounter dificulties when called 
upon to remove a dent from a new article, 


say, a polished cup cr some other object 
with thin sides. As a rule I endeavor to 
rest it on a smooth flat-iron or anvil and 
then force out the dent from the inside by 
means of a burnishing tool or the peen ofa 
hammer. But no flat-iron is so smooth that 
at the part that comes in contact with it the 
polish will not be spoiled; there are always 
fine scratches and holes in the flat-iron 
which leave an impression on the metal. 
The consequence is that a subsequent pol- 
ishing of the place is necessary, which, in a 
finished article, may prove a difficult mat- 
ter. Could you give me any helpful sug- 
7. BC. 
\NSWER:—In such a case a writer in the 
Deutsche Goldschmede Zeitung recom 
mends the use of a small plate of glass 
From a glazier obtain a piece of the thick- 
est mirror glass, about four inches square, 
with the corners and edges wel] rounded 
off. This glass plate will then serve to 
rest the piece on that is undergoing repair; 
the smoothness of the glass prevents any 
injury to the polish, so that it will suffice 
if the place is afterwards polished with the 
woolen pad. In some cases we can under- 
take the undenting oh the g'ass plate by 
light hammering and tapping, but as a pre- 
caution it is necessary to lay a folded cloth 
or a felt under the plate and to take care 
that it lies perfectly flat. Very useful is 
such a glass plate when a very thin flat 
piece of sheet metal is to be hammered matt,

or a thin, flat object is to be polished on 
the machine, for which purpose a_ flat, 
smooth supporting surface is required; for 
this a glass plate is admirably adapted. 

Again, when it is necessary to thoroughly 
brush out thin cups with flat bottoms by 
means of the head brush it may easily hap 
pen that the thin bottom will be forced 
out. By holding the glass plate against it 
while brushing, the bending out of the bot- 
tom can be prevented in an ideal manner. 
Indispensable, moreover, is the glass plate 
in fire gilding to separate the gold amalgam 
into uniform cubes for determining the 
value. The various possibilities of its use 
fulness should insure the presence of the 
glass plate in every jeweler’s workshop 
Again, it should be emphasized that care 
must be taken to have all corners and 
angles we'l rounded off (ground off by the 
glazier), otherwise they may not only cause 
personal injury, but easily damage the work 
when using the plate. 

QUESTION, No. 2604. —~Polishing Pre- 
cious Metals.—Can you inform us of a 
good method by which metals may be 
brightened and polished cheaply and with- 
out being scratched? L. & Co 
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ANSWER :—1lhe latest advance in the pol- 
ishing of precious metals is based on the 
discovery that chemically precipitated black 
magnetic ferroso-ferric oxide is of such 
fineness as to form a powder, the granules 
of which are absolutely irmpalpabl \c- 
cording to Edélmetal] Industrie, even hard 
ened stee!] can be polished with the aid of 
this powder in much shorter time and more 
perfectly than with the aid of the natural 
iron oxides commonly used, which, when 
pulverized, forms a powder which is per- 
ceptibly rough. In the jewelry and _ pre- 
cious metal industry it is necessary to 
polish hardened dies, etc., as neatly as pos- 
sible, because on their smoothness the bril- 
liancy of the stamped or pressed goods de- 
pends, and for this reason the new polish- 
ing agent is of special importance. All pol- 
ishing agents have a tendency to cause 
scratches, which, even with the most skilful 
workmen, materially prolong the work, and 
sometimes in spite of every effort to ré 
move them are still perceptible on the fin- 
ished articles. This disadvantage is en 
tirely obviated, it is claimed, by the use of 
the magnetic ferroso-ferric oxide. To gold 
is imparted by this polishing agent a won- 
derful dark brilliancy in place of the lighter 
color produced by English red. Platina, 
too, acquires a polish highly agreeable to 
the eye, which is not obtained by the use 
of other polishing agents, and a_ similar 
effect is even produced in imitation articles. 
The precipitated ferroso-ferric oxide is 
used in the form of sticks, in which wax 
or stearic acid is employed as the binder. 
In making these sticks it is best to take 
to 100 parts of the precipitated ferroso 
ferric oxide 17 parts of stearic acid and 
three parts of beef tallow. The stearic acid 
and the tallow are melted, and then the 
powder is thoroughly and uniformly incor- 
porated with it by vigorous stirring. The 
addition of tallow makes the stick softer 
and increases its grinding power. As this 
polishing agent also works admirably in 
combination with water, it is possible that 
it may also render excellent service in the 
scouring barrel. It will be an easy matter 
to determine this. The following must be 
considered in reaching a re‘iable conclusion: 
lf the ferroso-ferric oxide ig mixed with 
water into a paste, on the evaporation of 
the water it ‘cakes together, and in this 
condition will cause deep scratches. Ifthe 
mixture with water is too thin, the effect 
of this polishing agent is lost. Between the 
caked paste and the very thinly fluid water 
mixture there is, however, a “golden mean” 
at which the ferroso-ferric oxide wil, 
for instance, polish glass faultlessly without 
causing a scratch. It is not impossible that 
a miniature proportion can be discovered 
which wi!l be found perfectly adapted for 
the treatment of jewelry articles in the 
scouring tub with the addition of soap and 
steel balls. The experiment is the more to 
be commended because the results hitherto 
obtained in the scouring barrel have left 
much to be desired.
